STATES, "THE BOLIVIAN THESIS IS THAT IT HAS TO PREPARE ITSELF 
AGAINST A SUPPOSED ARMS RACE BETWEEN PERU AND CHILE. IT IS. 

THEN, EVIDENT THAT THE BOLIVIAN LEADERS HAVE BEEN DANGEROUSLY
